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~ WORLD COCOA BEAN PRODUCTION BELOW CONSUMPTION NEEDS a 
SUMMARY 


World cocoa bean production for the October-September 1983/84 season is now 
forecast at 1.58 million tons, 3.4 percent greater than a year earlier, but 
below consumption requirements for the second consecutive year. Weather 
conditions in West Africa were again unfavorable, as the rains failed during 
the late development stages of the main crops. However, the Harmattan (dry 
winds from the Sahara) has been rather mild this winter, following severe 
drought conditions and widespread brushfires of a year ago, indicating that 
the mid crops should be above last year's reduced levels. Brazil is 
harvesting a good main crop, but dry weather is causing some concern over 
the upcoming April-September temporao crop. Despite a poor Christmas 
harvest, Ecuador's production is expected to exceed the poor 1982/83 
outturn, which was adversely affected by heavy rains. A record crop is 
being harvested in Malaysia, reflecting favorable growing conditions and new 
plantings. 


Global cocoa bean grindings in 1984 are forecast at 1.62 million tons, down 
Slightly from the record 1.64 million of last year, reflecting higher prices 
and the shift by some chocolate manufacturers to more cocoa substitutes and 
extenders. If forecast levels are realized, world stocks will be reduced 
60,000 tons, following a 130,000-ton reduction in 1983. Based on current 
annual consumption, world carryover stocks as of September 30, 1983, were 
estimated at nearly a three months supply. 


Cocoa bean prices (the average of the daily closing price of the nearest 
three active futures trading months on the New York market) averaged $2,030 
per ton in 1983, compared with $1,640 a year earlier. Prices rose rather 
sharply during December and January, as the market expressed concern over 
the size of the West African main crops. However, prices eased somewhat in 
February, as late crop returns were higher than anticipated. 


If the International Cocoa Council (ICCO), at its March 14-23 meeting, 
determines that work on the draft of a new International Cocoa Agreement 
(ICCA) has reached a satisfactory stage, then a negotiating conference will 
be held in Geneva May 7-25, 1984. The ICCA is scheduled to expire September 
30, 1984, but if agreement on a new ICCA cannot be reached, it is likely 
that the current pact will be extended.

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MAJOR PRODUCERS 


Ivory Coast production is expected to approximate 395,000 tons, 11 percent 
greater than the previous season, but well below the record 1981/82 outturn 
of 456,000 tons. Rains were good for the main crop development during May 
and June, which resulted in above average pod setting, but since July, most 
areas have experienced near-drought conditions. However, there were 
widespread rains throughout most of the cocoa areas in December, which 
benefitted early mid crop development. Quality of the main crop has become 
a major concern, as the dry weather has reduced bean size. It is 
anticipated that local processing of the crop into cocoa products for export 
will increase because of the bean quality situation. 


A new facility for conditioning and storing dry cocoa beans in a controlled 
atmosphere recently opened in Abidjan. The capacity was reported at 33,000 
tons and will enable exporters to store cocoa beans for a longer period of 
time without appreciable loss in quality, which is a problem in humid 
tropical areas. 


Ivory Coast exports of cocoa beans during the October-September 1982/83 
season totaled 295,003 tons, with the major destinations being the United 
States 95,353 tons; the Netherlands 91,602; the USSR 24,302; West Germany 
22,674; and France 22,033 tons. Cocoa butter exports for the same period 
were 13,722 tons, cocoa paste 41,725 tons, cocoa powder 1,306 tons, and 
chocolate 6,125 tons. The United States and France were the largest 
recipients of cocoa product exports. 


Ghana's production is forecast to be below the poor 1982/83 outturn of 
178,000 tons, reflecting less favorable growing conditions and the continued 
shift by farmers from cocoa to food crop production. With current producer 
prices of 600 cedis per 30 kilograms of cocoa, compared with 3,600 cedis for 
100 kilograms of corn, the incentive to grow food cropsvs. cocoa continues 
to be an attractive proposition for Ghanaian farmers. An increase in 
cross-border movement of cocoa into the Ivory Coast is expected this season 
as a result of transportation problems in moving cocoa to port, relaxation 
of border controls, and local currency differences. 


Nigerian production is expected to be near the 1982/83 harvest of 154,000 
tons. Producer prices have been increased to 1,400 naira per ton for grade 
1. cocoa and 1,370 naira per ton for grade 2., up 100 naira per ton, 
respectively, from prices paid growers during the 1982/83 season. 
($1.00=0.7355 naira) 


Brazilian production is forecast to reach 350,000 tons this season. The 
1983/84 Bahia main crop is expected to yield 2.6 million bags (156,000 
tons), compared with 2.11 million bags (126,862 tons) a year earlier. The 
1984 Bahia temporao crop has experienced dry weather during its early 
flowering stages, but if weather conditions improve, production could 
approximate the 1983 temporao outturn of 3.08 million bags (185,046 tons). 
Production from other areas is placed at about 450,000 bags (27,000 tons). 


The government has accelerated the reduction of the export tax imposed in 
February 1983, which was established to offset the maxi-devaluation of the 
cruzeiro. The tax on cocoa beans was reduced from 5 percent to 3 percent in 
December, to 2 percent in January, falling to 1 percent in February, and was 
eliminated in March. The tax on cocoa products exports was cut from 3 
percent to 1 percent in December and was eliminated in February. In 
addition, effective April 1, 1984, the government will change the 10 percent 
"contribution quota," which was paid in dollars directly to the Plan for the 
Economic Recuperation of the Cocoa Growers (CEPLAC) for cocoa research, to 
an export tax paid in cruzerios, which will now go the government, which 
will allocate funding for CEPLAC. 


Ecuador's production is expected to be above last year's rain damaged 
harvest of 55,000 tons. Flooding during the 1982/83 season killed an 
estimated 4,200 hectares of cocoa trees and about 30,000 hectares were 
partially damaged with root rot and related disease problems. The 1983/84 
Christmas crop was estimated to have been only about one-half of the normal 
level, but with improved weather, the main harvest should show some recovery. 


Malaysian production is forecast at a record 90,000 tons, 28 percent greater 
than the 1982/83 harvest, which was adversely affected by dry weather. The 
Malaysian Government estimates that the total area under cocoa cultivation 
in 1983 increased by 26 percent to 167,980 hectares from 133,305 hectares a 
year earlier, largely reflecting an increase in planted area in Sabah. 

About 63.7 percent of the total cocoa area is in Sabah and 35.2 percent in 
Peninsular Malaysia. A total of 60,460 hectares or 56 percent of the 
planted area in Sabah and 44,160 hectares or 75 percent of the cocoa areas 
in Peninsular Malaysia were estimated to have been in production in 1983. 


The Federal Agricultural Marketing Authority has extended the grading and 
certification scheme for cocoa beans to cover Perak, Selangor, Johore, and 
Penang in Peninsular Malaysia. The scheme, which is designed to improve 
cocoa quality through the standardization of grades, was also introduced in 
Sabah and Sarawak upon the recent completion of new grading and processing 
centers in those areas. 


MAJOR CONSUMERS 


U.S. imports of cocoa beans and products in 1983 amounted to $840.6 million, 
compared with $704.4 million in 1982, reflecting increased buying by 
importers and manufacturers to replenish stocks. Cocoa bean imports were up 
10 percent, as imports from the Ivory Coast jumped by nearly two-thirds over 
a year earlier. Imports of cocoa products also were considerably above 1982 
levels. 


Philadelphia was the most important port of entry in 1983 for cocoa beans 
with a 53-percent share, followed by Norfolk with 23 percent, New York 18 
percent, and San Francisco 5 percent. Philadelphia also was the major U.S. 
port of entry for cocoa products.

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U.S. cocoa bean grind during 1983 fell nearly 3 percent from a year earlier 
to 193,610 tons, but was up slightly from 1981 grindings. Grindings during 
each of the first three quarters of 1983 were below the corresponding 
periods of 1982, but a strong fourth quarter grind, showing a 5-percent 
increase, helped to narrow the deficit. Chocolate liquor meltings in the 
fourth quarter totaled 8,372 tons, nearly 17 percent greater than a year 
earlier, and cocoa butter meltings, at 9,800 tons, were up over 6 percent 
from the corresponding 1982 period. 


Netherlands cocoa bean grindings were a record 156,940 tons in 1983, up 
nearly 6 percent over 1982. Dutch cocoa bean imports in 1983 were also a 
record, reaching 186,436 tons, with the major supplying countries being 
Cameroon 66,041 tons, Ivory Coast 46,011, and Nigeria 33,684 tons. 


West German grindings reached an alltime high of 179,462 tons in 1983, 7 
percent greater than the 1982 level of 167,043 tons. However, the U.K. 
grind, at 76,722 tons, was 13 percent below a year earlier. 


INTERNATIONAL DEVELOPMENTS 


The Preparatory Committee met October 31-November 3, 1983, December 12-15, 
and again January 23-February 4, 1984 to discuss and review concepts to be 
incorporated into a new International Cocoa Agreement (ICCA). The inclusion 
of export quotas along with a buffer stock has been considered as a method 
of stabilizing prices, but this proposal has not been well received by all 
members. The current ICCA utilizes only a buffer stock mechanism. The 
Preparatory Committee. will meet again March 12-13, 1984, to be 

followed immediately by a meeting of the Council (ICCO), at which time it 
will be decided if enough progress has been made to call a full scale 
negotiating conference in May to draft a new ICCA.
